Dr. Talmage 


is lying on the beach immediately in 
front of the encampment, with open 
IliUe before him, making notes in a 
mammoth memorandum book, \vhilo 
the brilliantly reflected sunlight causes

lie. in common with 


the rest of tho party, is tired for once, 
hnl he feel? that he must take advantage 
ol I his first prolonged stop since lie left 
Jci usalcm, to put into shupe for his 
"Life of Christ" the notes taken since 
out landing on the sacred soil of Pairs- 
tine. 
I write this letter sitting at the 


door of my tent, which is. by the way 
claliorately decorated with 
exquisite 


specimens of Egyptian needlework. 


The reader will remember that I ended 


my last letter with our arrival in Jeru- 
salem through tho Joppa gate. The sun 
was setting with groat beauty at the 
time, and for the first time in my life 1 
realized the meaning of tho phrase, "Je- 
ru-.ilem the Golden." Golden looked the 
domes and battlements of the city in the 
smile of the declining sun. 


We were made comfortable at our ho- 


tel after the hard ride of the day, and re- 
mained within doors for the rest of the 
evening 
The condition of the streets of 


Jerusalem does not invite going out at 
ni^lit. 
Hough roadways, 11411Ch filth, 


numerous stray dogs and little light arc 
noi inviting to tho man who is in good 
quarters ant1 in pleasant company, even 
though he tinda himself for the first time 
In bis life in the most interesting city on 
earth 
Hut we arose betimes to begin a 


comprehensive round of sight seeing. 


The Joppa gate, hy which we entered 


the city, is near the northwest angle of 
the walls, and is one of the four en- 
trances through the walls of the city. It 
in a decayed looking structure, in this 
respect like almost all the buildings one 
sees in Jenif->lem. ami though it stands 
(illy foot high and has a hattlemented 
top it would l>e found almost useless for 
pui'|«isfs ol 
defense. 
When passing 


w i t h i n the walls one has to make a turn 
at right angles and is reminded of the 
ancient use of walls and gates in keep- 
ing out enemies. These walls do not in- 
close what is now the whole city, being 
nut more than perhaps two miles and a 
half long 


Though a city, as I have said, of 40,000 


inhabitants. Jerusalem has not a well 
within its walls, and tho water used is 
either rain water kept from the last 
rainy season some six months ago or 
water carried in skins of animals by men 
or women, donkeys or camels, from 
wells more or less distant. 
With thou- 


sands of houses Jerusalem hasn't one 
chimney, and the traveler who, chilled 
by exposure or the humidity of its vault 
like dwellings, needs artificial heat must 
he content with the poor comfort afford- 
ed bv a brasier of live charcoal, the sub- 
stitute for stoves in the city. No vehicle 
e\or endangers lifcorlinibof pedestrians 
within its walls. 


1'rrhaps it is due to the prejudice born 


of my religious training that notwith- 
standing all its discomforts and short- 
comings as a city, its narrow lanes, in- 
numerable dark alleys, miserable archi- 
tecture, its mire and its tilth, I left Jeru- 
salem with many regrets. Of the city 
Dr. Talmage said to me: "While I have 
been building up ray ideas of Jerusalem 
nil my lifetime, the highest summit of 
my expectation does not reach the base 
of the reality."

Talmage and 
Miss May Talmage. the writer and his 
wife, to v' >.>m the doctor pointed out at 
tho appropriate passage in the narrative 
tliffl Dii'iiawu* gate through which the 
Saviour is said to have been led out be- 
fore the tragic event that took place on 
the hill on which we were standing. 


We staved tlier* until afternoon, deep- 


ly moved by the av ful associations of the 
fipot. Before leaving Dr. Talmage said 
the hours he had spent on the hill Cal- 
rary were to him the most solemn and 
overwhelming of all his life. There was 
the center from which the continents 
had been touched, and from which all 
tlio world would yet be moved. To him 
it was the most sacred place on earth. 


The reader is aware that within the 


medley of buildings known as the Church 


of the! My Sepnlen re are shown what aru 
claimeri to In; the scenes of tho death of 
Jesus.I i in burial and resurrection Where 
we visited is called sometimes the new 
(iolgotl a. It is situated withoutthecity 
walls. 
After much careful examination 


and mature consideration Dr. Talmage 
and m.my other eminent men, among 
them tlie late (Jen. Gordon, believe it to 
IK-the real site of the crucifixion. 
It 


stands immediately opposite the Damas- 
cus gat'^. 
Underneath it is Jeremiah's 


grotto, where the prophet is said to liiivf, 
written his Lamentations. 


No other place in or near Jerusalem 


so full) answers to tho description in tin, 
Ifihle us the place of Jesus' execution. 
Its sluipe is unquestionably that of iv 
skull. 
As Dr. Talmage, in my opinion, 


very correctly said: "A man need bu: 
feel tin shape of his own cranium to be 
fully KiilUlied that this hill H the place 
of (In; skull." 
.A rough outline sketch 


he made of it resembles the outline of a 
skull at (die egg does another. Standing 
on the hill one N exposed to the view of 
all pasMTs by. "Ijook yonder," said Dr. 
Talmage, pointing to some huge rocliH 
that seamed as if they had been torn 
asunder by an earthquake,"there are the 
seams in the very rocks that were rent at 
tho cnioilixum, and there, is the verv 
road along which the people passed 
'waggi ig their heads.'" Nearly all the 
archa'i'logKts in Jerusalem agree witii 
him in opinion a-> to the exact place of 
thecru.'iliclion.

Probably no other specimen 


of all t lie architectural creations referred 
to in fie GUI Tel-tamcnt is so well pro- 
served as lliese gipintie pools, which 
the wisest of the Hebrew monarchs 
liuilt I >r the purpose of insuring a boun- 
tiful supply of water for his beautiful 
Daniel s. 
No spot on earth affords a 


better natural site for the erection of 
such mammoth reservoirs as they are 
than the one chosen for them. Nature 
had pi.ivided a way for King Solomon's 
^reat architectural enterprise, an enor- 
mous basin surrounded hy majestic hills 
slopim; sradnally and without break vr 
deviation toward the pools. These are 
now nearly three thousand years old 
and in (heir majesty still attest in silent 
«>lo(|iu nee the K'eat resources ami con- 
summate sUiil of the man who built 
thom. 


On our way to Solomon's pools we saw 


what is known as the Hill of Evil Coun- 
sel, where Judas Iscariut hanged himself; 
also the Potter's Field, which was Ijoiight 
na n Imrial ground for strangers with 
the thirty pieces of silver that (lie re- 
pentant betrayer of his Lord refused (o 
take «if those who had negotiated with 
him t" reward him for his treachery. 


After returning from the pools we pro- 


ceeded directly to Bethlehem, Iho city of 
David. 
Unlike Ihe other eilies of Pales- 


tine, V.T found (hat it is inhabited mostly 
by Christians, with a few Mohammedans 
nndnoJewH. Ilsslreetsarenarrow lanes. 
harclv admitting u wagon of average 
width. 


We had hardly passed the gates lead- 


ing imo theeity when our borsi«i slopped 
suddenly. The street \\ as M.K'ked by a 
eainel. «ho. IK ing IrUhtomd at (he 
noise made hy our 
v\ agotis, refused to 


stir an inch. After a good deal of effort 
he was turned, his head in tlie opposite 
direction from win re it luul been, and 
then l"d around the block to make room 
for us lo pass on. While the commotion 
incident to the revolution of (he lieast 
was iu progress. Dr. Talmage and the 
writei left the vehicle and undertook to 
walk by way of change, but the slush 
and filth of the streets were so great as 
to compel us to return to our canvas 
covered hnroucho. Thanks iu great part 
to the demonstrativeness of our driver, 
who was a Turk evidently in the habit 
of making his waj in the world, we 


managed to pass through the throngs of 
ytoo|ile crowding tlif street find reached 
tho Church of tho Nativity. 


\Ve were received very politely by a 


monk, who undertook to act as our 
f.uiclo. Tliis highly intelligent and oblig- 
ing person spoke English fairly well and 
did bis best lo explain every nook and 
corner of tho structure.

us down stairs whore the manger was in 
u biob 4'io Saviour saw first the light of 
il.i \ ho nandod each of us a lighted can- 
'llo.

pared for us excellent tea and nice white 
bread. This was boiler than any bread 
we l.ad eaten Mno.e leaving Cairo. 
The 


honey ho served lo us was deliciously 
acceptable. 
As the friendly monk had 


rei'iised to take compensation for his 
companionship as our guide, Dr. Tal- 
magi- insisted on paying for the refresh- 
ments «c had taken and availed him- 
self of the opportunity ho found in this 
way (juietly to bestow a considerable 
sum in aeknowledgomcntof Ihe courtesy 
and hospitality with which we had been 
treated. Before taking our departure 
from the Church of the Nativity we en- 
tered our names on a register of visitors. 


\Vo then started on our way back to 


Jerusalem, passing as wo dill so a Jewish 
cemetery, which lies under the shadow 
of the Temple hill. The Hebrew believes 
that there will be the scene of the great 
judgment. Four tombs hewn out of the 
solid rook attract observation by their 
superior size and imposing appearance. 
Of those the tomb of Absalom is tlio 
largest. 
It standsapparenlly nearly fifty 


l feet high, and is certainly not less than 


I twenty I cot square. The pillars at 
tbe 


' si.les are of the Ionic order of architect- 


ure: the frieze mid arobitravc above them 


j are Doric. 
As these ornaments are <! reek 


in their design, it is certain that tbe tomb 
of Ahnalom, as a whole, is not of the an- 
tiquity claimed for i i . but possibly a part 
of it may be.

amount of rubbish about the base of this 
11101 iu men t is I he fact, as 1 was informed, 
thai Iho faithful Israelite does not pass 
il without throwing al it a stone to indi- 
cate his contempt for David's disubciliont 
and u in N\ ard son.

ra^L;i-il i.-dged opening in the tomb of 
about liftoc.il inches in diameter and about 
eight ('< et from the giouud.

the i'il'.'irs of two afternoon papers in 
Ni « 
York mid Brooklyn—The Daily 


(in,phii and The Argus—for simultaae- 
ous publication in the two cities. Tbfse 
papers duly announced the enterprise. 
The co;iy was delivered to the editors, 
put in l vpe and on the press the day be- 
fore the advertised issue. 
It was to ap- 


pear a . KUpplementsto the regular shcH, 
and the editions were so heavy astoctH 
for several hours of ajjvance printing in 
order to supply the demand. But »(• 
thoroughly conscientious and well dis- 
ciplined were The Graphic and The Argus 
men that although there were duplicate 
printer's and press proofs passing around 
the departments, and for nearly a day 
tens of thousands of copies were lying in 
stack's in the press rooms, the rival 
papers did notget a chance to steal the 
mailer—not even a synopsis of it. 
Large suma were offered during the 
whole day, and when the hour drew 
nigh for publication the proprietor of 
The Telegram, which had the best facili- 
ties in the city for rapid work, sent a 
man out with a chock for a large sum to 
buy a copy even with a start of a couple 
of hours.

These cost $10 


ready made, and it safe to say that not 
one of the pretty trifles represented in 
the cut could he purchased for less than 
S3.50, while the material for the most 
expensive would not cost over $1,25. 
Vandyke points in all trimming laces are 
entirely the fashion just now, and make 
very handsome articles. 
Silk goods are 


trimmed with it to a great extent, the 
lace being laid on flat, the straight edge 
to the edge of the garment and the points 
lying upwards. 


The lace- is made in all the different 


kinds, even in wool, and in all (he colors 
that are seen in laces, Some are of 
mixed threads which have a kind of 
Persian effect, from the admixture of 
tinsel with the colored silken threads. 
Children's collars are very pretty made 
of the white lace, and the colored makes 
a very appropriate and inexpensive trim- 
ming for their clothes, quite as suitable 
for boys as for girls. 


Sotun of the new guipures are marvel- 


ously intricate iu pattern and beautiful 
in finish. One very fine pattern had a 
series of fern leaves in fine silk cord, 
witli the stems and veinings in large 
cord. Many ladies buy these and sew 
them firmly upon the goods they are 
making up, and then fill in all the out- 
lines with fine cut jet beads. This makes 
the trimming almost priceless. 


Hand embroidery in silk .or chenille is 


very fashionable. The silk for the finer 
grades of goods like silk and velvet, and 
the chenille on woolen fabrics, where it 
shows better. Colors are uyd and care- 
fully blended. Hand embroidery is done 
in fine patterns, like forget-me-nots and 
sucli blossoms, usually, though I recent- 
ly saw a dress done in purple passion 
(lowers In their full size. The effect was 
very fine and the work was artistic.— 
Olive Harper. 


Tim Varied Value of Silver. 


Silver, in its relative value to gold, has 


varied greatly at different times. In the 
days of the patriarch Abraham it was 8 
to !•: B. C. 1000 it was 12 to t; B. C. 500 
it was 13 to 1, and at the commencement 
of the Christian era it was 9 to 1. In the 
year SCO A. D. it was 18 ta 1; in 1100 it 
was 8 to 1, and in 1400 it was 11 to 1. 


In 1454 gold was only 6 times more 


valuable than the precious white metal, 
silver, and within the' next hundred 
'jears 2 pounds of silver could be ex- 
changed evenly for 1 of gold. In 1600 
gold was again worth 10 times as much 
as its paler brother. In 1725 gold was 13 
times more valuable than silver, just as 
it was COO years B. C. At the beginning 
of the present century it had risen in 
value to a higher point than at anv time 
since 500 A. D., being 15 times" more 
valuable than silver. In 1876 the ratio 
of silver to gold was 20 to 1, and in 1886 
it was at the highest point ever known, 
since which time it has gradually de- 
clined to 20 to 1.—St. Louis Republic.

Congress give* the custom to the land 


in the matter of parliamentary usage. 
Tin students of Cornell university have 
formed a mock congress. They have an 
association framed, as far as may be, on 
the j«ttern of the national house of rep- 
resentatives, and in sessions not less or- 
derly and dignified than those of the real 
body they pass bills and appoint com- 
mittees that deliberate gravely on na- 
tional affairs. 


Such organizations are invaluable. In 


years to come undoubtedly among the 
brightest ornaments in national councils 
will be some of these boys who in mock 
congress learned parliamentary usage 
and extempore speaking. It was in the 
country debating society that Gnrfield 
learned his siiver tongucd eloquence, liis 
power over an audience and his famil- 
iarity with parliamentary uitagu. 


The college literary society and the 


country debating club are the cradle of 
oratory. As a means of popular education 
their value cannot be overestimated. 
Hero are brought home to the under- 
standing of tho plainest people the large 
questions of the country and the world. 
Mock parliaments are a favorite medium 
for the discussion among the common 
people in England of the subjects that 
occn py the attention of the real parlia- 
ment. 


The literary and debating society, In 


wliic h the member becomes familiar 
with parliamentary usage and extempore 
speaking, are no less useful for women 
than for men. The old fashioned ladies' 
aid and missionary societies were carried 
on «ith a disregard of the rules of par- 
liamentary usage that scandalized man- 
kind. Now the great and growing num- 
ber of women's clulis and organizations 
mako it unpardonable if a lady who be- 
longs to one of them at least does not 
know how to put a motion and preside 
at a meeting. There are excellent little 
works on parliamentary usage, which 
will teach the most ignorant, who study 
them carefully, to become familiar with 
the conducting of public meetings. 


For rt-Convicts. 


Mine. Isabella Bogelot was the ener- 


getic little French woman who organized 
the International Congress of Women 
that met at Paris last summer. Mine. 
Bog< lot is director of a philanthropic 
movement that might well be followed 
by women in this country. This is an 
organization that takes charge of ex- 
comicts as soon as they are released 
from prison and procures work for them. 
Thus they are enabled to earn an honest 
livelihood, and can in course of time re- 
cruit the ranks of respectable citizens. 
There is 110 greatest need of such a soci- 
ety, actively working in every city in 
America. Wrongs and cruelties that 
will never be told are practiced on un- 
suspecting foreigners who throng to our 
shores and form so large a portion of the 
com ict class. 


An unscrupulous employer takes ad- 


vant.igo of a man's ignorance of the 
language to cheat him out of his wages. 
In lim rage and disappointment, the man 
not infrequently offers violence. Per- 
Impx to get square he may even take 
sonn thing that belongs to his employer 
and carry off or destroy it. In cither 
case tho employer has the opportunity 
ho %v ants. He has the hapless foreigner 
arrested. He is sent to prison on the 
employer's evidence. The employer es- 
capes paying the wages, the other serves 
his term in prison and comes out branded 
for life. What is there for him, how- 
ever honest? Who will give him work? 
Tliis treatment of foreigners is systemat- 
ically pursued in our country toward 
newly arrived emigrants by a class of 
men who, however few in number, are 
yet far too many. 


Bi :izil will not be a government of the 


people at all if the present intentions are 
carried out. Eighty-four per cent, of 
the Brazilians are illiterate. It is pro- 
posed to exclude all these from the right 
of suffrage. 
Brazil will thus be gov- 


erned by 16 per cent, of her male citi- 
zens. It may bo well enough to make 
intelligence a qualification for suffrage, 
but it should be applied gradually. 
The 


ignorant should have time to repent and 
learn to read and write before the gate 
is shut against them. It might do to 
say that all who cannot read and write 
after five years shall be deprived of suf- 
frage, 
Out at present it is an interest- 


ing ({uestion who has the right to say 
who shall vote and who not, if Brazil is 
really at present a republic. Must not 
her constitution be submitted to the 
people? 


England poses as a free trade country, 


which she is not. Alcohol and tobacco 
every country taxes. But, besides these, 
Enghind levies a tax on gold and silver 
plate, on cocoa and dried fruit, and 
finally, on both tea and coffee. 
From 


tea alone there comes a revenue of more 
than $32,000,000, so fond are the British 
of that drink, which somebody says is 
transforming the English into a nation 
of sneaks. This is the meaning of the 
cry of "a free breakfast table" by the 
real free traders of England, who art 
endeavoring to have the tax removed 
from tea and the other articles.

Britain, France and Germany. 


A western genius has applied for & 


patent for throwing, by means of elec- 
tricity, mottoes, signs and pictures upon 
the heavy smoke clouds that overhang 
cities.

It would 
be the greatest godsend to the adver- 
tisers. Think of a man who has been 
defeated at every turn in life, raising his 
ryes to heaven at last for help, and see- 
ing graven in letters of fire on a black 
pall the words: "Sold Everywhere."

WhUller. 


John Urecnlcaf Whittier was 83 years 


old Dec. 17. lie is our oldest living 
literary man of distinction, except 
George Hancroft, who was born in 1800. 
Ilia 83d year finds the beloved Quaker 
poet in good health for so old a man, but 
feeble and somewhat deaf. Ilia eyesight 
is elowly failing him, too, but he is still 
straight as an arrow. Ho is now en- 
gaged on what will almost certainly be 
his last long poem. It deals with the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus. If 
ever finished it will be the ode that cele- 
brates tlie opening of our World's fair in 
1893. But he works slowly. He has fin 
ished no more than half a dozen stanzas, 
and can only work half an hour at a 
time. 


Beyond price to his countrymen will be 


the Columbus ode, if he lives to finish it. 


lie haH always been interested in poli- 


tics, and has held political office to tho 
extent of being a member of the school 
board of Amesbury, Mass., his home. 
He is delighted with the Australian bal- 
lot system recently adopted in Massa- 
chusetts. He never fails to vote. 


Whittier is a bachelor. The only sweet- 


heart he ever had died in early girlhood. 
It was the child who spelled him down 
and went above him in the class, as men- 
tioned in his poem. He says of himself: 


I am grateful to the divine Providence, and I 


tranquilly wait the close of a life which has been 
longer and. on tho whole, happier than I had rea- 
son to export, although far different from that 
which 1 droamed of in my youth. 


Remarkable Surgery. 


To a New York hospital was brought 


lately a little lad of 6 years, suffering 
from epilepsy. A hurt to his head a 
year or two before was believed to be 
the causi*. He was put into one of the 
wards, his faithful nurse with him, and 
carefully watched. 
For some time he 


remained. Every convulsion was noted. 
It was set down in a book how the at- 
tacks seized him, which way ho threw 
up his arms, which way he tossed his 
head, which part of his body stiffened 
and became helpless under the par- 
oxysms. 


The surgeon in attendance decided, 


from a study of these notes, that the in- 
jury to the child's head had caused a 
lesion in a certain part of the brain, and, 
that was the source of the epilepsy. He 
located to his own satisfaction the spot 
where the brain lesion existed. 


On a given day an operation was per- 


formed. The boy was rendered insen- 
sible by ether. Then a piece of his skull 
was delicately and skillfully cutout over 
the place where the doctor had located 
the lesion, The piece of skull was de- 
posited in a vessel of warm, sterilized 
water while the operation was in prog- 
ress. 


It was a moment of intense interest 


when the brain waa uncovered to view, 
and there, exactly where the surgeon 
had located it, was the wound he had 
expected. The injured part was removed 
by the surgeon's knife, the circular 
piece of skull quickly and skillfully 
sewn on again, the Iwad bound up and 
the little patient tjlowed to come to life. 


To prove that) tbe surgeon was right ip 


his diagnosis as to the cause of the epi- 
lepsy, tho convulsions ceased after the 
injured brain was removed, and the' 
child wan recovering rapidly at last ac- 
counts. 


Twenty-six years ago, Jan. 1, there 


went into effect President Lincoln's 
proclamation freeing four millions of 
slaves. There waa a celebration of th« 
day in Norfolk, Va., but generally very 
little notice was taken of it by the ne- 
groes. 


Some of the South Carolina railroads 


have found a way to "solve the race 
problem" aa far as their connection with 
It goeiu They provide two sets of cars 
In a train, the cars as like as two peas, 
one exactly as good and handsome as 
the other. Then they say to whit3 pas- 
sengers, "You sit in this car," and to 
the black one, "You 
occupy that." 


There is no discrimination, there is only 
separation. The plan is said to work to 
the satisfaction of both, so much so that 
the governor of the state, in his annual 
message, thought it of sufficient Impor- 
tance to commend it officially. 


More Past Travel. 


We have endeavored to keep our read- 


ers informed of the schemes for rapid 
transit that are occupying the thoughts 
of inventors so constantly. Tlie steam- 
ers of the f;u>t lino from Halifax, later 
from St. Charles bay, Labrador, to Eng- 
land,-will, it is believed, cross the ocean 
in five and a half days. But this is only 
part of a groat enterprise to connect 
Great Britain by direct line of travel 
with Japan. Trains will run at light- 
ning speed over the Canadian Pacific, 
conveying passengers to Vancouver, on 
the Pacific coast. There new and pow- 
erful steamers will receive the tourist, 
who will fly at the rate of twenty to 
twenty-five miles an hour across the Pa- 
cific to Yokohama, Japan. The trip 
around the world will be considerably 
shortened by this new route. 


The steamers for the new British and 


Asiatic line are already building on the 
Clyde. Tho first must be ready by Feb- 
ruary. Perhaps, then, with the home 
government several days nearer than it 
was before, the British fleet in Asiatic 
waters may take a more active part in 
the settlement of the Behring's sea ques- 
tion. 


This fast British route will also cut 


into the travel that now passes through 
tho United States. Hitherto passengers 
from Japan to Europe have followed the 
route from Yokohama to San Francisco, 
thence by the Union Pacific railway to 
New York, where they embarked finally 
fUl Huiopo. 
Notr many of thcixi Trill 


undoubtedly take the quicker British 
route. 


A Prehistoric Exhibit. 


America can have at least one feature 


for her World's fair that none of the 
nations hitherto have obtained. It has 
been proposed that, from the rich field 
of ruins that lie scattered from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and from Lake Su- 
perior to Central America, we recon- 
struct prehistoric America. 


The hillocks of the ruound builders in 


tho central part of the country, the hab- 
itations of the cliff dwellers in Arizona 
and New Mexico, and tlie gigantic and 
splendid temples that lie beneath the 
fallen trunks of great trees which have 
grown over their remains in Yucatan 
and Central America—all these con- 
stitute relics BO remarkable that they 
would fix the attention of the world. 
An inventor presents what he thinks is 
an original design for an attraction in 
'012. It in a hugo to war, 1,000 feet high, 
broad at the base, built of solid mason- 
ry, tapering to tho top, with walks and 
drives winding around the outside in 
spiral, up the whole height. But if thia 
inventor will take the trouble to exam- 
ine photographs in the Smithsonian in 
Btitution, he will find that the great un 
known peoples of America constructed 
just such towers ages and ages ago, 
though they were not 1,600 feet high. 


A melancholy, profound fascination 


attaches to the whole subject. A recon 
struction of the temples and dwellings 
of that gray old time would arouse scien- 
tific interest everywhere, and stimulate 
efforts towards tlie unraveling of the 
mysterious secret of these vanished 
races. For unraveled this secret will be. 


Here is at least one of the unique feat- 


ures for which we have been sighing for 
our exposition. The work will be one 
of difficulty and expense, and will take 
time. But tho United States govern- 
ment has the money and the persons 
who can do the woi k. It should be a 
government work. 


The ruins show tliat there must have 


been 
at 
least throe different races 


among our prehistoric peoples, each 
with 
a 
civilization 
of 
its own, 


with two of them certainly far ad- 
vanced. Problems of engineering were 
compassed in Yucatan and New Mexico 
that v ould be no mean achievement in 
our generation. 


Introducing a Lecturer. 


Max O'Rell has published an amusing 


letter about how the chairmen of lecture 
committees introduced him in tins coun- 
try. 


In general they are to be dreaded. One 


of the most monstrous is the chairman 
who persists in making a speech at the 
close of the lecture. The lecturer has 
reserved a particularly telling point with 
which to close. He speaks it impress- 
ively, expecting its effect on his audi- 
ence. He waits for the applause that is 
the pleasant due of every worthy lec- 
turer. But lo! at the moment when it 
should come and sweeten the tired soul 
of the speaker, up steps Mr. Chairman 
and announces to the audience the name 
of the next lecturer, occasionally mak- 
ing a statement of the embarrassed finan- 
cial condition of the society, and appeal- 
tag to members to pay up. 


Another terror to Mr. O'KcJl is the 


Aairinan who opens the evening with 
prayer. "I would as soon think of Bay- 
jp"j grace over a glass of toddy as of 
opening one of my lectures with prayer." 
Once after the prayer a hymn of ten or 
twelve verses was sung, which made 
inattera worse yet. Max's lectures are 
humorous, and sad indeed was the effect 
of his fun after that hymn and prayer. 
"You may easily imagine that my first 
joke fell dead flat." 


Then there is the chairman who wishes 


to show off his own knowledge of the 
speaker's topic. He will deliver a whole 
lecture himself before introducing the 
speaker. It wearies the audience and 
disgusts the real lecturer. Again, when 
the chairman is a wit it is not much 
better. He is apt to take away the ap- 
plause that the lecturer thinks belongs 
to him, and make him feel small indeed 
when he rises to follow the brilliant 
chairman. 


Far above all the rest, lecturers prefer 


the eilent chairman, him who simply an- 
nounces the speaker's name and topic 
and sits down. "He is very rare," says 
Max O'Rell, "but when met with is ex- 
ceedingly precious. We all love him. 
To the nervous he is a kind of support, 
to the old stager ho is as a picture unto 
the eye and as music unto the ear." 


England and Canada. 


Sir Julius Vogel, K. C. M. Q., writes 


in The Nineteenth Century (English) a 
long paper to show that England will 
not allow her colonies to secede. Her 
interest is the federation of the empire. 
At the same time it seems likely that 
the greater colonies, Australia and Can- 
ada, will in course of a not too long tima 
ask for separation, so as to form inde- 
pendent states. 


One thing or another must happen. 


Either the colonies of England will b* 
joined to her In closer union, with repre- 
sentation in the British parliament and 
a share in the home government., thus 


forming the most powerful empire on 
the globe, or they will secede and set 
np governments for themselves. Great 
Britain will prefer the former, the colo- 
nies probably the latter, and the result- 
will be serious trouble. The question is 
one whose solution cannot be put off 
much longer. 


Certainly so far as Canada Is con* 


cerned, perhaps also in the settlement of 
the matter in Australia, the United States 
is warmly interested. Erastus Wiman 
gave some significant testimony before 
the United States committee on Cana- 
dian affairs, holding its sessions in New 
York. He said the Canadians showed a 
desire for close intercourse with us, and 
should be recognized, if not commercial 
ly, then politically. Said Mr. Wiman: 


"A political union with Canada woulc 


increase the property value of Canada a 
hundredfold." 


A reaction against book stuffing hat 


started in England. A society compose! 
of men who have spent a great part o 
their lives in reading, among them men 
distinguished in art, literature and tho 
learned professions, have formed an anti 
reading society. They pledge themsel vet 
to discourage public libraries and not to 
read more than six books a year. They 
frown on newspapers except those 
voted to agriculture and sporting mat- 
ters. Having read all they care to al 
ready, it is easy for these distinguishec 
gentlemen to set their faces against tho 
reading habit. At any rate tney will 
save their eyesight. 


uecember Astronomy. 


If you look into the southwestern sky 


just after sunset, you will see a large 
and beautiful planet. It is Jupiter, the 
evening star. Early in January, soon 
after the sun starts northward, it will 
disappear. 
For a few weeks it will be 


invisible; then it will smile on i.s again 
as a morning star. Venus is now seen 
by people who rise before daylifht. She 
will remain the morning star till about 
Feb. 14; then she will be the evening 
star, making the night radiant. Many 
will recall her glory of last March and 
April. 


Tlie most important event of the 


month, and of the whole year, will be 
the total eclipse of the sun, on the 21st. 
The expedition the United States gov- 
ernment sent to Africa to see and photo- 
giaph H has already arrived at its desti- 
nation. Eighteen hundred and eighty- 
nine is remarkable in astronomical an- 
nals as witnessing two total eclipses of 
the sun. Two such eclipses in one year 
are very rare. 


The 21st is the shortest day of the 


year. There will be less than nine and 
one-half hours of sunlight 


Windom'a Wisdom as to Silver. 
Secretary Windom's recommendations 


on the silver question will be discussed 
with perhaps more interest than any 
other part of his report. The United 
States is the largest silver producing 
country in the world, and therefore more 
deeply interested in this question than 
any other. 


The secretary of the treasury recom- 


mends a law passed opening the United 
States minta as places of deposit for silver 
bullion rated at 412.5 grains to the dollar 
in value. In return for the silver de- 
posited, its owner receives from the mint 
United States treasury notes which shall 
be lawful money of the country for all 
purposes. 
Mr. Windom sums up his 


recommendation in the following plain 
words: 


Issue treasury notes against deposits of silver 


bullion at the market price of silver when depos- 
ited, payable on demand in such quantities of si] 
ver bullion as will equal in value, at the date of 
presentation, the number of dollars expressed on 
the face of the notes at the market price of silver, 
or In gold, at the option of the government; or in 
silver dollars, at the option of the bolder. Repeal 
the compulsory feature of the present coinage 
act.

Teatlng the Hanlneat of Water*. 


A rapid method for ascertaining the 


amount of lime and sodium carbonate 
n*eenaiy to soften a hard water haa 
been devised by M. L. Vignon. It gives 
satisfactory reunite in waters which do 
not contain a large quantity of magne- 
sium chloride ox sulphate. He employs a 
standard solution of lime for titrating1 the 
water, using an alcoholic solution of phe- 
nol-phthalein as an indicator. The volume 
of lime water added is a measure of the 
lime required to combine with the free 
carbonic acid present in the water, and 
that necessary to convert the hydrogen 
calcium carbonate and hydrogen magne- 
sium carbonate into insoluble salts. On 
filtering off the precipitate formed in this 
w»y from 100 c. c. of the water under 
examination, the filtrate is titrated witli 
a solution of sodium carbonate contain- 
ing «ne gram per liter, plieuol-phthalein 
again being used to indicate the end of 
of th« reaction. The amount of sodium 
carbonate required will give the quan- 
tity of salts of calcium and magnesium 
other than acid carbonate present in the 
water. —Industries.

The memory sometimes acts spontaneously, 


and sometimes it is influenced by the will. 
Memory should act spontaneously in the case 
of recalling common words as the signs of 
ideas, in the case of the tables in arithmetic, 
the orthography of common words, the mu- 
sical tones in the scale and other necessary 
facts of common lif o. The memory should be 
taxed in this way only toa limited extent. In 
many cases we should f uriiish the mind with 
only the means of recall and recognition. 
That the sum of seven and eight and five is 
twenty, is a case in point. 


The will has only an indirect control over 


tho mernorj-. It can detain an idea known 
to be related to what we wish to remember; 
and iu this way secure the recall and recog- 
nition of what is desired. 


The qualities of a good memory are facility 


of impression, great retentive power, and; 
readiness in the recovery of whatever has 
been sufficiently impressed. The latter qual- 
ity may often be improved by making ear- 
nest demands upon tho memory to act quickly; 
as in addition, by requiring the pupil to «tate 
results as soon as obtained. 


There are two types of memory, the cir- 


cumstantial and the philosophic. The former 
recalls ideas in the relation of contiguity. It 
pictures objects as they exist in space and 
events as they occur in time. The latter re- 
calls ideas in tho relations of similarity, con- 
trast and causation. It recalls classes and 
systems and causes and effects. 
This kind of 


memory presupposes a knowledge of the re- 
membered relations. 


The circumstantial memory is developed 


first; and the philosophic memory has stages 
of its development corresponaing to the rela- 
tions in which ideas ara recalled. Objects are 
first remembered as they exist in time and 
space, then as similar, next as contrasted, and 
finally as casually related. This order can- 
not be reversed or changed. All teaching 
should correspond to this law. 


The conditions favorable to good memory 


are learning with attention and interest, a 
repetition of the praeess under favoring con- 
ditions of body and mind, a systematic 
arrangement of ideas and the habit of stating 
the truth with exactness.—Journal of Edu- 
cation.

Pin Money for Tanners' Wives. 


Jersey farmers' wives don't get many op- 


portunities to turn into dollars the long hours 
of midwinter, when the household cares of 
thu summer and fall have lightened. Some 
New York employers, who know that time is 
literally money in the city, regularly take 
advantage of this idleness in the country 
front October to April. One big clothing 
manufacturer regularly employs scores of 
women every winter in Hunterdon and War- 
ren counties.

If she lives ou the main 
road the agent brings to her door as mucb 
won: as she is willing to undertake to do in a 
week. If she lives away from the thorough- 
fare she goes to the nearest corner store and 
meets the agent there. The completed work 
is delivered and fresh work is received at a 
regular hour each week.

er's wife Is mighty glad to get it. A dime 
looks as big as a dollar at that distance from 
the metropolis in that particular direction.
